CATTLE QUARANTINES

Houston, Texas, September 24.—(/)

The 
accent and idiom of the English pas- 
sengers, of the ship’s officers, of the 
stewards. The afternoon tea and the 
iinglish money. The old friends such 
as Bass ale, Guinness stout, and the 
famous Haig brothers. There is a de- 
light all its Own in meeting a real 
English steak and kidney pie at lunch. 
There is a subtle pleasure in reading 
on the erackers the name “Jacobs” 
instead of “Uneeda.” And there is 
/an aesthetic charm in eating cakes 
by Peak Frean & Co., never to be 
found in Nabisco. 

But . ‘There are 53 passengers 
with whom I have mingled for a weék. 
Of these. 52 are either English, Irish 
or Scotch returning home from a 
summer vacation. Thete is'only one 
of the 53 who is an American by 
birth. He comes from Lynchburg, 
Va., but was born in Massachusetts. 
And I find him by far the most con- 
genial companion of them all.

Ceramic Convention Plans 


Outlined by Leaders Here 


Declaring that 
the American Ceramics society, which 
will be held in Atlanta in February, 
will be “the most important meeting 
ever held in the south,” Dr. M. L. 
Brittain, president of Georgia Tech, 
urged members of a state-wide com- 
mittee Thursday to lay plans for the 


entertainment of the convention and 
to make this the greatest: convention 
in the history of the society, the first 
meeting in the south. 

Dr. Brittain stated that the society 
is made up of some 2,000 members, 
representing 325 leading manufac- 
turers in this country. Forty-eight 
states and 23 foreign countries will 
have delegates at the meeting, and it 
was the sense of the committee that 
the south, particularly Georgia, would 
have the greatest opportunity in his- 
tory to “sell itself’ to people who 
control the forces that make for de- 
velopment of the vast clay deposits in 
this section and state. 

Ex-Governor Nat E. Harris told of 
the need for more industries in this 
section to increase the output of clay 
products in Georgia. Dr. T. Poole 
Maynard, prominent geologist, spoke 
of the necessity of having facts relat- 
ing to Georgia’s resources in such 
shape that they can be presented to 
the convention. 

Railroad Official Speaks. 

J. M. Mallory, industrial agent of 
the Central of Georgia railway, out- 
lined the field covered by the term 
“ceramics,”.and stated that Georgia 
has possibly more latent undeveloped 
ceramic materials than any other state 
in the union, and that from this con- 
vention next spring could come mil- 
lions of development along this line 
in Georgia. 

Plans developed at the meeting were 
to have the first three days of the 
convention at the Biltmore hotel fea- 
tured by usual entertainment. The 
convention then will move to Macon 
where the Macon Chamber of Com- 
merce will take charge. P. T. Ander- 
son, president of the Macon Chamber 
of Commerce, told the meeting that 
his directors had voted to spend the 
entire budget for next year on this 
convention. From Macon the conven- 
tion will move to Wilkinson county,

Beer Barons Received

Chicago, September 24.—(/)—Cap- 
tain Wesley Westbrook, former war-
